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Where shall we Set the House? 

Many are no doubt preparing to build a 
nouse this spring. They have, it may be, 
peen planning for it during the past two or 
three years, by getting the materials togeth- 
er, taking the work along by degrees. Now 
they are going to put these into a house;*a 
place that shall be the home; a work that 
shall, so far as house building is concerned, 
be the work of a life-time—and we urge 
upon all such to choose well the location of 
the house. Just now we have nothing what- 
ever to do with how large a house you will 
build, or with the plan you will adopt; but 
by all means build your house in a situation 
where you will never regret having placed 
it. Adueregard to sanitary demands, and 
the health of your family, will of course 
jead you to select a dry location; where the 
natural drainage is good, or where it may 
be satisfactorily provided; but second only 
to this in perpetual value, in its influence 
upon the home life, and in its effect upon 
making home attractive to the children, in 
all their after-life—is the natural beauty of 
the location, the fine views in commands, in 
short, the esthetics of locating the house. 

With a section of country so diversified 
as our own State, presenting so great a 
variation of scenery, embracing lake and 
river, stream, mountain and sea coast; it 
would seem that there was really no excuse 
for building the house, as many do, in a 
thoroughly unattractive place. ‘To be sure 
there may be good reasons for building in 
one locality upon the farm over another; 
family associations cluster about a particu- 
lar spot, the 10ads accommodate one place 
better than another, &c., but we believe none 
of these are so strong they may not be set 
aside, if they have reference toa location 
having decided and important objections. 
Last summer a farmer in this county built a 
nice house, one costing, probably, three or 
four thousand dollars, under a side hill, 
with the public road above it, and a higher 
hill still beyond this; the wash from the 
highway and the large field sweeping down 
into his door yard—the house being very 
near the road—with every rain. This is but 
a single’ instance, and hundreds of others 
will be noticed by the traveler in going over 
the country roads of Maine. We have in 
mind now, a house on the coast, which faces 
ahigh hill, and from whose living rooms 
not a single extended or attractive view can 
be obtained; but in the rear of which may 
be seen the winding course of a large stream, 
with here and there glimpses of water, and 
beyond, choice bits of the ocean with the 
contrasting wooded head-lands! Weremen- 
ber too, a house which stands close to the 
highway, directly in front of which is a 
boulder as large asa second class barn, 
upon the hard side of which the whole fam- 
ily must look yeac in and year out—while 
ten rods to the south, where the house could 
have been built, is the view of a charming 
little brook, and, half a mile away, a pretty 
village with its church spire, and beyond 
this a range of grassed and wooded hills— 
the sight of which would be of countless 
worth to any home, and its good influence 
upon the family life beyond computation. 

Now then, reader, if you are to build this 
season, choose an attractive spot. Let it 
command varied, beautiful, and tar-reaching 
views—views, if possible, presenting a vari- 
ety of outline. Build so that. the sun will 
shine into every corner of every living 
room, and if possible, every sleeping room 
in the house. These things are worth a 
price money cannot purchase, and if you 
are compelled to sell your home, always 
bring their value. 

Upon this point Mr. H. Hudson Holly, a 
distinguished architect of New Lork, in a re- 
cent article upon ‘*Modern Dwellings” in 
Harper’s Monthly, says: “*In the selection of 
a site, of course sanitary considerations are 
paramount. Next should be the advantage 
of fine scenery. Our country abounds in 
beautiful ocean, river and mountain scenery, 
equal to, if not surpassing that of Europe. 
Yet how seldom is this considered in locat- 
ing our homes! It is often the case that an 
unattractive, barren spot is selected—inland, 
apart from views, devoid of trees or other 
uatural beauties. If a pretty pond or brook 
should enliven the scene, the former is like- 
ly to be filled up, or, at least, stoned around 
like a dock; and the brook as likely as not 
to be turned into a sewer!” 
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Michigan Agricultural College.

A Plea for Local Museums. 


We trust no reader of the FaRMER, es- 
pecially no young reader, will fail to attent- 
ively peruse the article in this issue, on 
making home collections in natural history. 
The objects to be attained by such a collec- 
tion, and the uses of a study of natural his- 
tory are so well stated by our correspond- 
ent that they need not be enlarged upon. 
But we can conceive of no pursuit or recre- 
ation that is so sure to carry with it rational 
enjoyment and satisfactien, as that which 
comes from an acquaintance with and study 
of some one branch of natural history. 
And whatever branch may be selected fer 
study and observation, it is so inviting as to 
lead the young enquirer on to investigate 
other branches, and when once interested 
he will seldom stop until he obtains a good, 
géneral knowledge of the entire natural his- 
tory of his locality. We know a young man 
who, before he was sixteen years of age, 
had collected, mounted and correctly named 
all the plants growing in the town where he 
lived, and this had been done in odd hours 
snatched from the busy life of a farmer’s 
boy. From this he engaged ina study of 
the minerals and geological specimens of 
his locality; then he took up the insects 
and shells, and finally the birds—mastering 
them all, or nearly all, before he entered 
college, where he graduated with honors. 
We are also acquainted with a boy not yet 
thirteen years old, who has collected, ar- 
ranged and knows by their proper scientitic 
name, all our local insects, nearly all our 
plants, and is still pushing on. In both 
these instances, and in numerous others we 
might name, the parties have for a long 
time carried on exchanges with those inter- 
ested in these studies in our own and other 
States, thus enriching and augmenting the 
home collections which they have made in 
connection with their studies. 

It is in the hope of encouraging the young 
of both sexes to take up the study of nat- 
ural history in some of its branches, and 
for making collections of the same, that our 
correspondent has written his article. We 
certainly hope it may receive attention, as 
with the fresh opening of another season is 
a most favorable opportunity for commenc- 
ing its study. A walk in the country, which 
is always so pleasant and delightful, is ren- 
dered doubly so it one is acquainted with 
the plants, geological specimens, and other 
natural objects which present themselves at 
every step, so that he is able to tell their 
names. with something of their history—but 
is comparatively dull and unattractive where 
everything he sees is as a boek printed in 
an unknown language. Will not our young 
readers begin this very spring to study this 
great book of Nature, in which are so many 
mysteries, 80 many Wonders, so many nov- 
elties, so much that is full of God—and 
which, although it seems so hard to under- 
stand, is indeed easy to whoever engages in 
its study with an earnest, quiet determina- 
tion to become master of its language? ‘The 
few opening steps taken correctly, will lead 
by an easy path to all its novelties and all 
its wonders. 

It is not true, as many seem to think, that 
there is nothing to be accomplished in this 
field of enquiry, and that the great workers 
who have won world wide fame, have ac- 
complished all the results worthy any ef- 
fort.» These great workers have won a fame 
that is the honorable reward of persistent 
work; and they have accomplished great 
results for science and natural history—but 
the present age is one which demands de- 
tails and local work, in almost every line of 
thought. It is the work of the local histe- 
rian and the local naturalist, that in the 
years to come, will be regarded as of great- 
est importance in the completed structure 
of our political and natural history now 
being reared; it is local work that is to tell 
when the great general results come to be 
summed up. And in this is another, if in- 
deed it is not the most worthy incentive 
which presents itself to those whe would 
take up the investigation of some one of the 
many divisions of our natural history, and 
do geod, honest work therein—work, the 
value of which shall hereafter be recog- 
nized as of great importance. 

Moreover, we can think of no more pleas- 
urable and appropriate ornament for a coun- 
try. home, then a cabinet of specimens in 
natural history, and if made in connection 
with a small library and with collections of 
curiosities and other objects of interest, can 
think of no plan so good for rendering home 
pleasant and attractive—especially to the 
young. The formation of such a cabinet 
gives rational employment for odd hours, 
its augmentation by means of exchanges 
forms an exciting and interesting pastime, 
its study will always afford new satisfac- 
tion, and it will ever be found a source of 
pleasure to all friends and visitors. 


A **Wild Garden.” 


The American’ Garden tells how it wade 
last season, what is now quite a rage in 
some quarters, and is known as a “wild 
garden ;” a sort of promiscuous assemblage 
of flowers of all sorts and hues. When the 
flower beds; were ‘all properly planted, a 
large quantity of flower seeds of all kinds 
were left on hand, which it seemed a waste 
to throw away. So a border was prepared 
around the outer edge of the garden—in 
this instance the land thus sown amounted 
to more than half an acre—the seeds were 
all thoroughly mixed and sown promiscu- 
ously, forming indeed a ‘‘wild garden.” 
But it was a successful experiment, and 
proved a source of enjoyment and pleasure 
during the entire season. Why may not 
our own florist-readers ‘find satisfaction in 
trying a similar experiment in this direc- 
tion the present season? An out-of the 
way corner of the garden, or a border along 
the fence could be turned into such a ‘*wild” 
flower bed, and become a pleasant spot for 
allthe summer—indeed many varieties would 
hold their colors till after the autumn frosts.

structive pleasure of the family, there is one 
which I would place in the foremost rank 
as being eminently elevating and useful, 
and one which after being thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the practical mind will be duly 
appreciated. I refer to the study of natural 
history in its most extended sense as em- 
moat the various branches in the animal, 
vegetable and mineral kingdoms. I shall 
endeavor in this article to show the practi- 
cal value of the home collection of objects 
in natural bistory, and to impart such in- 
formation as will be useful in starting a re- 
pository of this kind. 

It is not necessary thatthecollector should 
be proficient in these studies, though the more 
knowledge he may possess the more advan- 
tageously will he proceed. Although de- 
voting one’s attention to a special branch in 
prosecuting the study is to be recommended 
if the student inteuds to become an expert 
or a teacher of it, still for the family or the 
home collector I would advise a collection 
and a corresponding study in all the com- 
mon branches. Our State presents an un- 
limited field for the professional as well as 
the amateur worker in this direction. The 
number of species of animals and plants, 
and the variety of our mineral productions, 
compare favorably with neighboring States, 
while our facilities for obtaining specimens 
from the sea and shore are unexcelled by 
any erey | on this part of the coast, owing 
partly to the great length of our coast line. 

How to Begin. 

To commence with, obtain clear and con- 
cise manuals of geology, botany and zoolo- 
gy, and as you progressin the study of 
these, obtain other works on erelitar, 
mineralogy, conchology, etc., as you see fit. 
While there are many treatises extan ton 
these subjects, a large proportion of them 
are useless or nearly so, to the beginner, on 
account of the abundance of scientific no- 
menclature used, and the method which 
too many scientific writers of the present 
day have, of making their productions dry 
and uninteresting. If possible, seek the 
counsel of some person experienced in such 
matters, and let him select the necessary 
guides for you. As the study of the books 
is going on, do not forget the book of 
Nature, for he who studies Nature 
most, makes the best scholar. Practical 
experience, in the study of natural history 
as in all other studies, is worth more than 
the most thorough book-learniug. Make 
frequent excursions to all parts to the sur- 
rounding country as you have time, taking 
suitable apparatus with you, and bringing 
home any and all specimens that you may 
deem worthy of preservation, also those 
that you are unacquainted with, as in this 
manner some of the most valuable may be 
obtained. 

Outfit fer Field Excursions. 

For excursions of this character I shall 
mention a few of the more necessary appa- 
ratus to take, being as follows: A geologi- 
cal hammer of about four pounds weight, 
with several steel chisels of from three to 
six inches in length suchas any blacksmith 
can easily make; a small canvas bag to be 
slung over the shoulders by straps, in which 
to put minerals and specimens of rocks; 
several stout pasteb boxes about three 
inches square, these may be carried in the 
bag for small animals, birds’ nests, snakes, 
insects, etc., most of the insects may be 
best preserved by putting them in a phial 
of alcohol carried for that purpose; a small 
net of two feet long with a four foot handle 
for catching flies, butterflies and other in- 
sects, the net to be made of what is called 
mosquito netting; if the collector is to visit 
in the vicinity of ponds or streams, a small 
dip-net to be adjusted to the handle of the 
other net will be found necessary ; plenty of 
twine, paper and pins may be taken along 
and are generally found to be very useful; 
a good pocket knife; pocket note-book and 
pencil; and other articles that may be con- 
sidered necessary. The above list is for an 
ordinary excursion of a few hours, or a day, 
when the collector is in pursuit of no par- 
ticular class of objects. At other times the 
articles may be increased or diminished at 
the will of the collector. For ornithologi- 
cal expeditions take a double-barreled shot- 
gun with the necessary appurtenances and 
plenty of fine shot, as large shot will often 
spoil a — and nearly always injure 
it. To obtain specimens of deep water 
shells, animals, etc., a small dredge will be 
found indispensable. Attach a net to an 
iron frame about eight by fifteen inches to 
which are iron handles. Fasten a rope to 
these handles about twice as long as the 
depth of the water to be searched, and in 
this manner many valuable specimens will 
be obtained. 

How to Preserve Specimens. 

To clean sea or land shells, immerse them 
in belong water and remoye the animal by 
a crook wire, numbers of each variety 
should be preserved with their animals in 
alcohol. All small fishes, animals and rep- 
tiles are best preserved in alcohol, which 
should be once changed, after which they 
will keep along time. Skeletons of animals 
and birds may be prepared in the follow- 
ing manner. Remove theskin and as much 
flesh as possible without injury to the bones, 
which may then be immersed in boiling wa- 
ter with a little potash added to faciliate the 
removal of the flesh. After boiling the 
specimen a short time, care being taken not 
to let it remain too long, as it will disjoint 
the bones, brush the bones clear of any par- 
ticles of flesh which may still adhere to 
them and expese to the action of the air or 
sun, till completely dried. Directions for 
mouuting skeletons and animals, together 
with directions for skinning animals, birds 
and reptiles, should be found in the works 
on zoology. The contents of all eggs to be 
preserved should be removed through a 
hole in one side and not on both, as is fre- 
quently practiced, as it injures their ap- 
pearance. Care must be en with small 
eggs as they are very liable to breakage in 
the hands of the unskilled. Alleggs should 
be identified as far as possible, with the 
birds by which they were laid. Large liz- 
ards, fishes, and animals should be stuffed, 
as also every large reptile, and moderately 
sized preserved specimens should have an 
incision made on the under side, to admit 
the alcohol. In collecting plants, dry them 
between thick bibulous paper under a pres- 
sure of forty or fifty pounds. Change the 
eee each day when drying; and preserve 

hem in a large botanical album. 
Become Familiar with Nature. 

Make yourself thoroughly acquainted 
with all the objects of natural history in the 
surrounding country, by excursions as men- 
tioned above. In studying, take pains to 
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the aceomplishment of the object in view. 


Among many other interesting and in- 
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range the specimens thereon in sections cor- 


Prepare a goodly sized record book and 
wrire the numbers, name, locality, date of 
collection, and all the information you can 
obtain, together with the uliarities and 
any facts you may have noticed by son- 
al observation; do this in the case of every 
specimen. On a slip of paper to be used as 
a label transcribe the corresponding name, 
number, locality, and if presented, the name 
of the donor. In no case affix the label to 
the specimen so that it may not be readily 
removed for examination, as it depreciates 
the value of the specimen for scientific pur- 
poses. When new objects are collected, 
romptly write its histery in the record 
k, the facts most essential, as the lo- 
calities, etc., are often forgotten. Printed 
slips for labels should be obtained when 
possible, as their use makes a decided im- 
provement in the appearance of the collec- 
tion. 
Influence and Value of such Collections. 

Visitors and neighbors will become inter- 
ested and present many specimens, and be- 
fore the owner is aware of it, he will have 
a very interesting and valuable collection. 
It is not necessary to confine the collection 
strictly to specimens of natural history, but 
collections in coin, relics, antiquities and 
curiosities of any kind may be advantage- 
ously and beneficially brought together. 
The collector may at es be discouraged 
or his interest abate, but let him work the 
harder and he is sure in the end to be re- 
warded. 

Uses of a Knowledge of Nature. 

The uses of a collection and its benefits 
are so apparent that I need hardly mention 
them. It increasesthe student’s knowledge, 
which, by means ofa collection is imparted to 
others, benefitting himself and those around 
him. It gives him an insight into things 
about him, things which before were so un- 
interesting as not to call forth the slightest 
investigation, and now by the power of 
knowledge are transformed into objects of 
interest and beauty. It presents an unlim- 
ited fleld for exploration, and as he gets ad- 
vanced in his studies, he will not only find 
out what others have found before him, but 
make discoveries himself, to benefit the sci- 
entific world. It brings him nearer to God 
in studying His works and in witnessing the 
wonderful intricacies and beauties of His 
creation, and let him not forget as he 
studies with pleasure thesé things, that they 
were all given by Him who is the author of 
them all. 

My experience in collecting has been an 
unlimited source of enjoyment to myself 
and interesting to my friends. Should oth- 
ers, from the influence of this brief article 
“find tongues in trees, books in the run- 
ning brooks, and sermons in stones,” 
my object will have been attained. Finis.

Words about Cheese---No. 6. 


Of the two parts of the cheese business, 
the trade section seems to be uppermost in 
our thoughts this spring. As to manufac- 
ture, but two factories seem to be preparing 
to start in addition to those of last year. 
The sale of the Warren Company has been 
quite a check on the “giant strides” of which 
we have heard. It is quitea question wheth- 
er others will not be obliged to follow the 
example of that company. Just now s 
cial interest centres in the Board of Trade, 
or Interior Market for cheese. Had this 
last expression been used from the start, 
we might perhaps have been saved some of 
the confusion of ideas which seem to pre- 
vail in certain quarters. The Interior Mar- 
ket to beatrue business favility, must be 
centrally located with reference to a given 
number of factories; a place easy of access 
for the buyers after they haye inspected the 
adjacent factories. It must be easily and 
cheaply reached by the salesmen and private 
members of the Board. Proximity to the 
factories, and not to the ships, is the first 
requisite. If our salesmen in the eastern 
part of the State must travel to Portland 
and back, they wiil not go, and the bottom 
is out of the scheme at once. For about 
thirty factories, Bangor is the undoubted 
centre, and there must be one market. The 
factorymen in that vicinity would do a good 
thing for their own interests to give a forci- 
ble expression to their wishes. Business 
facility is what we are after, and not theo- 
retical views. " 

That a market will be made at Portland 
or Lewiston is not questigned, but for fac- 
tories east of the ‘Kennebec that has nv 
great advantages over & New York Traile 
Sale. Cheese is mot necessarily sold by 
samples shown-on the days of sale. Sales- 
men as they arrive at the room, enter on 
the blackboard how much cheese they have 
to sell up to a certain date. Buyers have 
pooreny. posted themselves as to the qual- 

ty of the offerings, and the bargains are 
soon closed if prices are satisfactory. Some 
factories sell year after year without a sample 
ever going near the Trade Sale. The quali- 
ty of a factory’s make is soon known to ex- 
perienced hands, and the variations are only 
the inevitable results of the seasén. Asa 
practical test of the matter, how many fac- 
tory men will agree to meet atthe Penob- 
scot Exchange in Bangor, on Thursday, 
June 15th, to take steps towards organizing 
and setting in operation an Eastern {nterior 
Market? Let as many as so agree answer 
2 the FARMER next week, and the thing is 
one. 

When the intended rules of the Houlton 
factory were read at the ry eg meeting, 
some remarks were made to the intent that 
they were too arbi and smacked of navy 
discipline. ‘Those were unanimously 
adopted by the company at a full meeting 
with the single change that the length of 
season was left with the Executive Board. 
They will be governed by the relative prices 
of cheese and butter. From an account of 
sales of cheese consigned to Foster, Weeks 
& Co., 65-67 Clinton dt., Boston, by our 
salesman, we copy the following prices as 
per bill. Sales were made between Feb 18th 
and Aprill5ith: 125 PLarin CHrEse—31 at 
l4cts., 35 at 13 1-2cts., 59 at I3cts.: 25 
SaGE CHEESE—7 at l6cts., 11 at 15 1-2ets., 
7atl5 ets. This closes out the season’s 
make, and brings the average price for the 
year close on to 14 cents.

For the Maine Farmer. 
What Maine has done for the Trotting 





In looking over the brilliant turf career 
of our country in times past, as well as to 
note the doings of the present, the horse- 
men of Maine may feel justly proud of what 
their State has done toward the breeding 
and rearing of trotting horses. The num- 
ber and quality of our trotters is apparent 
to most of our horsemen, yet some do not 
realize how high a rank Maine holds in re- 
gard to equine excellence. We propose a 
tew remarks with **Maine trot- 
ters” when American trotting began. 

Frank Forrester says **the first time that 
ever a horse trotted in public for a stake 
was in 1818.” Inthe year 1819 Zuarrow, a 
chestnut gelding taken from Waterville, Me., 
to Massachusetts, trotted a mile ‘*just across 
Charlestown bridge” in 2.57. This I think 
was the beginning of Maine trotters, and up 
to that time the fastest time made in this 
country. Trotting, however, was not ac- 
tively begun until 1835. In 1836 the Maine 
mare Fanny Pullen trotted successfully, 
once coming in, ina race with Dutchman 
and Confidence, second te Dutchman in two 
mile heats, in 5.17 1-2, 5.181-2. In 1837 
Daniel D. Tompkins, a Maine horse, won from 
Rattler. In 1838 in arace three miles and 
repeat, against Ned Forrest, he won with 
ease a distancing Forrest in the second heat, 
the first two miles being dove in 5.30. Af- 
ter this race Tompkins challenged any 
horse in the world to trot him three mile 
heats for $1000 a side without finding a tak- 
er. Maine produced Pelham the first horse 
to trotin 2.28 in harness, which was in 
1849. In the same year Mac, a Maine horse, 
trotted in 2.26and won four times from Lady 
Suffolk; he also made his two miles in 5.09,

In 1865 Sheppard F. Knapp, by Eaton, 
trotted a race near Paris, France, twoandone 
half mile heats making the distance in 6.14, 
which time for the distance 1 think has nev- 
er been beaten. Maine produced the dam 
of the first horse that ever trotted twenty 
miles inside the hour, Fanny Pullen herself, 
a trotter of no mean notoriety. 

Maine has breed within her limits nearly 
forty horses to trot in 2.30, or better, and if 
we call Hopeful Maine bred, three of the 
number have placed records under 2.20. 
And in speaking of Hopeful, the question 
arises is he Maine bred? Mr. Wallace 
does not declare positively what his opin- 
ion is, but we know that all of his ances- 
tors on the dam’s side are or were Maine 
bred, and that Hopeful was foaled in Maine, 
ang I think this taken into consideration 
makes a clear case. But five horses have 
ever placed three heats in a race all under 
2.20, and the names of these are as follows: 
Golismith Maid, Lulu, Gloster, Hopeful, 
and Lady Maud; of these Goldsmith Maid 
has accomplished this feat thirteen times in 
the course of her career, the others, once 
each. Goldsmith Maid’s best time for three 
heats is 2.19 3-4, 2,16 1-2, 2.16. Hopeful’s: 
2.17 1-4, 2.18 1-4, 2.18 1-4. Lady Maud’s: 
2.18 1-4, 2.19 1-2, 2.18 3-4. Thus it will be 
seen that two of the five ‘‘Wonders of the 
World” are composed of Maine material. 

“It is claimed by some that four horses 
have shown a quarter in 30 seconds, but 
Dan Mace thinks that no horse ever showed 
so much speed ; however, be that as it may, if 
such is the case, Maine lays claim to two of 
them, namely: ae Knapp, Jr., and 
Honest Harry, while the remaining two are 
Mr. Bonner’s **Auburn Horse” (now dead) 
and his old mare Peerless. 

Many facts and performances besides the 
ones aboye enumerated could be given 
that would reflect honor on Maine 
bred trotting stock. It has been shown that 
from the beginning of trotting in this coun- 
try to the present time, Maine has held her 
position as one of the first if not the very 
first according to her population «nd capi- 
tal. The past season she sent out eight 
horse’ in 2.30 time or better, which proves 
that she is on the increase rather than de- 
generating. Weare yet rich in the blood 
of such horses as, Knox, Drew, Eaton and 
Winthrop Morrill, horses that are a mine of 
wealth to any State engaged iu breeding 
carriage, road and trotting horses.

Historical Sketch of the Potato. 

The potato probably originated in South 
America, and within the torrid zone its class 
is of'the night shade family. The common 
name that we give to it, potato,” is sup- 
posed to be a corruption of the word *‘bat- 
tas” “‘papas” or “‘batatas.” A celebrated 
writer in 1597 says: “It was found grow- 
ing naturally when America was discovered 
by Columbus.” However this does not 
seem to agree with history, and the broba- 
bility is that the potato was cultivated in 
South America long before this; but was 
not known to them at that time. 

Sir Walter Raleigh it is said introduced 
the potato into Europe about the year 1586, 
and into Ireland in 1610; and it was raised 
as a field crop in Scotland as early as 1728. 
It is stated that it was first cultivated in the 
gardens of the nobility. of. England as early 
as the year 1613, where the price was stated 


as high as one shilling per pound; conse- 
quently their use could not afforded by 
the rer class of the peeple in those days. 


C. E. Goodrich_whe is considered good au- 
thority says of the origin of the potato: 
“That it is found in a state of nature grow- 
ing on the sides of the Andes, and also in 
the adjacent valleys, At the base of the 
mountains the tamarind, yam, and banana; 
the melon, corn, tomato and pepper, grow 
higher up; and above these is the belt 
where the potato thrives vigorously, the 
climate being equable and the tuber not ex- 
posed to the frost.” Although the potato 
originated in the torrid zone, yet it is culti- 
vated in nearly all climates; and it is esti- 
mated that about twice as much food is rais- 
ed from an acre of potatoes as from 
an acre of wheat.” owever, be this 
so or not, yet we feel certain that it is 
one of our most important crops ; and should 
it be stricken out of the vegetable list a sub- 
stitute for it would be hard to find.

The American Agriculturist for May has 
the following on the importance of the corn 
crop in American farming :— 

“The most important work of the present 
in the northern part of the country from 
east to west is the planting of the corn crop.

Pencil Marks in School Books. 

In the garret at home, there isa boxful 
of old school books. Books with grand- 
father and father’s names iu a large round 
hand, and mother’s maiden name, still faint- 
ly show on the yellowed blank leaves— 
and that is all. No wretched rhymes or 
sickly sentiments scrawled over the pages, 
as we see in modern school books. In 
many of those old books there is not a pen- 
cil mark from beginning to end. Not even 
a cross to mark lessons or examples. Schol- 
ars remembered in those times where their 
lessons were. 

1 wish some school boys and girls I know, 
could examine those leather and shingle 
bound books and compare them with their 
own tattered, dog-eared volumes, they bang 
in and out their desks at schovl. How 
many of them do you think will be service- 
able for your younger brothers and sisters, 
when youare done withthem? In times 
past, a school book was expected to be 
handed down from the oldest to the youngest 
in a family, carefully studied by each, and 
then bea sound book. What would our 
ancestors have thought if they had known 
descendants of theirs would study, scribble 
over, cut binding threads and utterly de- 
stroy two or three copies af the same arith- 
metic or reader! 1 know a boy who is moil- 
ing over his fourth copy of a Progressive 
speller this spring, and the covers to that 
are broken and some leaves wickedly muti- 
lated. Perhaps books are not bound as 
tirmly as they once were, but that is no 
reason scholars should destroy them. As 
often as text-books are changed now-a-days, 
those thrown out of use should come from 
your desks fit to be seen in any book-case, 

Doesn’t it hint of a weak mind to write or 
allow your schoolmates to scribble such 
lines as these on the fly leaves ot your books? 

“When this you spy, 
Remember I.” 
«The rose is red, the violet’s blue, 
The girls are pretty and 60 be you.” 

Or in an elaborate frame of angular orna- 
mental work this declaration :— 

“It you love me as I love you 
No knife ean cut our love into.” 

And not only the fly-leaves of many books 
but the margins and the blank space above 
sections aud chapters, are marred by heavy 
pencil marks. Now and then you see the 
words, *“Iurn to page——” and if you 
trouble to turn to the designated leaf, you 
will find scrawled on it, **Now you may turn 
back again,” or the abrupt remark, ‘*Scat.” 

A great many teachers, I think, could tes- 
tify to being mortified when teaching, by 
having scholars or a school committee look 
over their text-books, and read some silly 
thing they wrote therein when attending 
school themselves. 1 remember a teacher 
our district employed when I was a small 
child. We used to borrow her books, it 
was such fun to read the trash she or some 
one else had written over every available 
space. She must have been constitutional- 
ly melancholy, for every little while was 
written, *‘When shall we ‘scholars meet 
again?’ “The wild winds wail nevermore, 
nevermore;” or something equally as dis- 
mal. Once we found an interesting item of 
later date, in fact, written that same week. 
8:30, 1 must take up the duties and brr- 
dens of the day. hy is it sciolars ave 
are such evil imps?” 

It mattered little whether the priucipel 
words in the sentences were spelle: bavk- 
ward, abbreviated or not, we coula easily 
decipher them. I did not respect that teach- 
er nearly as much as I should, if I had ney- 
er seen her books. Wouldn’t it be well for 
teachers to erase all marks in their own 
text-books, and then combine their efforts 
with the parents, in preventing scholars 
from marring theirs?

Sewerage and Health. 


We have frequently had eccasion to speak 
in these columns, of the sewerage question 
in its relation to public health, but it is one 
of those subjects about which too much 
cannot be said, and which must be frequent 
ly agitated unti! the people, and more es- 
pecially the inhabitants of our larger mu- 
nicipalities, shall become fully aware of its 
importance. The art of sanitary drainage 
is an outgrowth of our modern civilization, 
and it is only in the past decade, that it has 
made any great progress outside of profes- 
sional literature. The subject commends 
itself more emphatically to our older and 
more populous cities, but it is worthy the 
careful consideration of the occupant of the 
most isolated cabin in the land. 

It is a fact which has long been known to 
a few, that humanity is responsible for much 
of its own sickness and premature death, 
but it is only within afew years that the 
incredulity of the public at large has begun 
to give way, and many intelligent men, and 
women too, have new come to realize this 
important fact. The evils arising from san- 
itary neglect are as old as the race, but as 
population muv'tiplies, as cabins increase 
into villages and villages into cities, the 
evil becomes intensified, because a fatal 

ase in an isolated cabin, may be confined 
the cabin, while in compact communities, 
each case arising is a menace to others, so 
that a single centre of contagion may spread 
and lay waste on every side. 

Many a man selects for his homestead a 
pleasant and beautiful site, where he has a 
free circulation of air and a well of pure 
water, and feels that he is safe from conta- 
gion of every kind. But after a time he is 
astonished to find that his premises have 
been invaded by typhoid fever or some oth- 
er similar disease, and it is only because he 
has not made provision for preventing his 
place from becoming foul, as it inevitably 
will, by the accumv'ated waste of the occu- 
pants. 

Dr. Stephen Smith, an eminent physician, 
once indulged in the following remark: 
‘*Man is born to health and longevity; dis- 
ease is abnormal and death, except from 
old age, is accidental, and both are prevent- 
able by human agencies ;” thereby implying 
that disease is not a consequence of life, but 
is due to an unnatural condition of living— 
to neglect or abuse, or perhaps want. Mr. 
Baldwin Smith, in his excellent work on 
Sanitary Engineering, gives a table, show- 
ing the effect on health of sanitary works in 
twelve small towns in England, showing an 
average reduction of typhoid fever of forty- 
seven and one-half per cent., and he ex- 
presses the firm conviction that by the use 
of the most perfect known methods of drain- 
age and ventilation, the occurrence of a sin- 
gle original case of typhoid fever may be 
prevented, and that all importations of the 
disease may be confined to those who im- 
port them. 

In the limited space which we can occupy 
with this subject in a newspaper article, we 
can touch upon only a few points, and upon 
these but lightly. Our special object in re- 
ferring to the subject at the present time, is 
to encourage a movement which has re- 
cently been made in the City Council, look- 
ing toa system of sewerage for Augusta; 
and we do not hesitate to say, that in our 
opinion, a sanitary system of sewerage 
would be the most profitable investment 
that has ever been made for the whole peo- 
ple of the city. It is allowed by every one 
that naturally, Augusta is one of the health-

Maine, and certair'ly there is not another 
city that can be more easily and cheaply 
drained. Butit is a well known fact that svr- 
face drainage is about the only drainage we 
have, and there are places in the heart of 
the city where water stands in pools, until 
it disappears by evaporation atter the heated 
term begins. There are also ceJlers in the 
city which are hardly f-ee from water dur- 
ing the year, because there are no sewers 
near, into which they can be drained, and 
the expense of otherwise draining them 
amounts to a prob'bition. These wet cellars 
and stagnant waters, and waters of satura- 
tion, are prolific sources of disease. From 
its favored location, we shov!d expect to 
find Augusta a very healthy place, but on 
the other hand, from the number of physi- 
cians who find remunerativé employ- 
men there, we carnot claim that it is 
so. There is not a year that we do not 
have more or less typhoid fever, dysen- 
tary and diptheria, and other diseases which 
have their origin in bad ventilation and bad 
sewerage. We believe that with proper re- 
gard to these two things, cases of any of 
these generally fatal diseases would be ex- 
tremely rare. 

Augusta has been seuled nearly a century 
and a quarter, and particular sites have been 
constantly occupied for more than a hun- 
cred years. While the dip of the land facil- 
itates surface drainage, the ground has con- 
stantly been absorbing f"th wh'ch, by the 
aid of water, has permeated the entire mass. 
The early settlers supplied themselves with 
pure water by sivking wells, but most of 
these wells are worth'ess now, and it is ex- 
ieemely doubtful if a well can now be found 
within the limits ‘of the city proper, whose 
waters are absolutely free from surface poi- 
son. Even odorless water is not always 
pure, and the danger is often greatest where 
the natural process of decomposition is se- 
cluded from air and light. 

The earth itself is a g.eat disinfectant, 
but the process of disirfection and absorp- 
tion cannot go on while the interspaces are 
filled with water, andin order to render it 
an effective disinfectant, the surplus water 
must be withdrawn by means of drains or 
sewers, and thus admit atmospheric air with- 
in its pores.

entered warmly into the work of the Cen- 
tennial, given up its columns week after 
week, in advocating all the appropriations 
necessary to its success and in spreading in- 
formation concerning it before the public, 
and in saying that without this assistance, 
the whole enterprise must have fallen 
through, we state nothing but the exact 
truth.

But from a circular 
which we have just received, we learn that 
the arrangements for members of the press 
are simply these: All newspaper men, no 
matter what their standing may be, wheth- 
er owners or editors of influential sheets or 
reporters, are required to present themselves 
on certain fixed days at one of the Centen- 
nial down-town bureaux, and show reason 
by means of credentials why they should 
be allowed to be present at the opening cer- 
emonies, in places which would enable 
them to see and hear everything. In other 
words, all members of the press were in- 
discriminately placed in the position of beg- 
gars for tickets, and were to be at the mer- 
cy of some party or parties, who, fatigued 
by incessant demands, etc., would doubt- 
less have been sufficiently critical in the 
character of the credentials which he would 
demand. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer took up the 
matter in a strong editorial, in which it took 
the Commission very sternly to task and 
hinted that the members had but little com- 
mon sense to act in sucha manner. The 
Inquirer said: “it was evident that invita- 
tions should have been issued te the lead- 
ing newspapers—to all prominent ones 
throughout the country, some weeks ago.” 

An attempt was made by some of the 
committee including Mr. Nye, to have the 
arrangement changed, but the order to that 
effect, offered by Gen. Parsons of Texas, 
was tabled, and, as a Ph‘ladelphia paper 
sarcastically remarks, ‘“‘the original plan is 
to be carried out; that is to say, if the mem- 
bers of the press will solicit seats in the in- 
closure prepared for them, where they will 
not, by too close contact, offend the dis- 
tinguished dignitaries of the Legislature 
and City Councils, they may be present at 
the inaugural ceremonies, but only, as Gen- 
eral Parsons suggested, because of the 
banjo they wi'l take with them. They ere 
not wanted, but their banjo is.” 





b@™_ The testimony of Miss Ada C. Sweet 
Pension Agent at Chicago, shows that in 
consideration of receiving the appointment 
she agreed to pay David Blakley, the form- 
er Pension Agent, $2100, and was directed 
by him to pay the money over to B. P.

Blakley was also a defaulter, as pension 
agent, in $3000. When he turned the office 
over to Miss Sweet he turned over $37,000 
and induced her to give him a receipt for 
$40,000 to cover up his deficit and promised 
to attend to it in a few weeks. 

Shé says that afterward Gen. Baker the 
commissioner of Pensions who was a friend 
of Blakley’s came into her office and de- 
manded that the $3000 deficit be paid that 
day, and charged it upon her as her own 
deficit. She went to Campbell, and be- 
tween them the amount was raised and paid. 
Campbell gave her a note for about $1800, 
which she indorsed and got discounted, and 
she raised the balance of the $3000. In this 
way the deficit was made up. 

She had paid so much on their account that 
so far she had received no benefit from her 
appointment as pension agent, but had run 
in debt and was still behind about $2000, 
Baker is now Surveyor General for Minne- 
sota and Blakley is publishing a paper 
somewhere in that vicinity.

Boxwood. 





The wood used by engravers is the growth 
of those far away regions around the Black 
and Caspian seas, the very name of the 
ports from which it is shipped being un- 
familiar. Very few who consider them- 
selves good gocgrephers have ever heard of 
Poti, or Abkassia, or Tzoritsin, and yet 
these are flourishing commercial towns, 
+ by the Golden Horn of Constanti- 
nople, 

For all fine engravings, Turkey boxwood 
is used, and as fts quality varies much, some 
skill is necessary to a good selection. The 
best is of a delicate yellow color, clear and 
free from spots; it cuts smoothly and even- 
ly, with no crumbling nor tearing, every 
line cut will be perfect. 

It is to the use of this wood by our artists 
that the superiority of their designs and 
wood engravings must in a great measure 
be attributed. In consequence of its scarcity 
and high prices many substitutes have been 
resorted to; maple, apple, pear, mahogany 
have been experimented upon ; but hitherto 
no wood, metal, or composition has been 
a a that possesses the requisite qual- 

es. 

In addition to engraving, boxwood is 
used for scales, rules, gauging rods and 
similar articles on which figuring is made; 
and there are factories in Connecticut that 
consume hundreds of tone annually for this 
purpose alone. Any one that has ever held 
a carpenter’s rule in his hand knows what 
boxwood is like. It differs in color and 
texture from all other wood, and it is some- 
what remarkable that it comes to perf 
ion only in omaerey limited ns of 
country in the vicinity of the Black It 
weighs about seventy-five pounds to the 
cubic foot, and varies in price to land it in 
Boston from $75 to $250 a ton. -
